The hogs 
were graded on foot according to 
three U. S. grades, choice num ber 
one, choice num ber two and choice 
num ber three. Thirty hogs selected 
the day previously had been killed 
and the carcass dem onstration was 
given showing the percentage yield 
of the various cuts. Out of a total 
of 430 hogs that were entered and 
graded, 66 graded choice num ber 
one. 271 choice num ber two and 
93 choice num ber three.
